In tak- 
ing this stand, American representa- 


I tlvcs openly express every desire to 
see gas restricted and 
if possible, 


eliminated, but they hold that this 
latter is practically impossible

Accordingly what American repre- 


| sontatives desire is to see the use of 
gas in war hedged about so as to pro- •

more humane than shell fire.*

(An Editorial) 


Things are not going just right in this goodly land 


of ours. The time, are out of joint here, everywhere. 
In Russia, thru social and political maladjustments and 
thru the heavy hand of drouth there is a lack of food so 
appalling that the liberal-hearted in every land are giv- 
ing as they can that the hand of pestilence and fever and 
death may be stayed.
